Such was the brief given to ba. 
audience and speakers by Professor 
Yirmiyahu Yovel, whose baby this 
three-day mecting was. Yovel is a 
self-pussessed Spinoza scholar with 
an infernagional repatation and a 
former talk-show hast on Isracl TV. 
He opened the proceedings, which 
were under the auspices of his Spino- 
4a Institute, with a shart lecture and 
the follawing questions for the agen- 
Isa secular Jewish state pussi- 
‘and “Is there a secular Juda- 


ism?" 

‘The standing-room-only crowd 
would huve been the same if this had 
been an important Peace Now func- 
tion. It wis well-behaved and deeply 
attentive. The number of men with 


covered heads or women with co- * 


vered elbows, or cither men or 
women without university degrees 
or whose grandparents didn't speak 
Yiddish or German, was countable 
‘on one set of fingers and toes. This 
couldn't have surprised Yovel, and if 
it bothered him, he didn’t show it. 

“Spinoza,"' he reminded his listen- 
ers, “based his philosophy and ethics 
on reason alone. Asan individualist, 
he came into inevitable conflict with 
the Jewish community of his day. He 
was excommunicated, but never 
converted to Christianity. Was he 
the first secular Jew? Perhaps. 
What's clear is that, through study of 
his thought and life, we may learn 
something of what confronts a Jew 
today who, in drastically changed 
circumstances, feels a part of his 
people and country yet doesn't 
accept Orthodoxy.” 


AS USUAL at get- togethers of this 
type, the speakers talked about what 
they wanted to talk about and not 
necessarily on the topics specified by 
the moderator. Over the three days, 
the same themes tended ta come up 
and be rehashed, as they have come. 
up and been fought over ever since 
some Jews started peering over the 
walls of the ghetto. All this didn't 
matter. One way or the other, by 
keeping your ears and eyes open, 
you got a good idea of the demora- 
lization and the reserves of energy 
and self-respect prevalent among a 
group of Israelis who have seen their 
country taken from their possession, 

Yehoshua Sobol, for example, led 
off by talking with anxious revulsion 
about the Jewish habit of bringing 
destruction on ourselves. Sobol grew 
up in Hashomer Hatza’ir when that 
meant something; his plays are 
popular in Israel, Germany, and 
Scotland; and his Hebrew js a plea- 
sure ~ in fact, the Hebrew at the 
conference. ranged from pretty to 
superb. 

“History teaches us that when the 
Jews have their awn state, they bring 
destruction on themselves by pro- 
voking great powers,’ said the play-

LESS SANGUINE was Sami 
Michael, the novelist. This ex-

and a dark scowl, he cut a menacing 
figure as he told the audience that 
they weren't at all representative of 
the Israel populace today, which 
grasps Judaism mystically, not 
rationally. He predicted that if such 
a conference reconvened in the year 
2000, it would be sparsely attended, 
“We'll have a fundamentalist state 
by then,” Michae{ predicted. 
Another novelist, Yoram Kaniuk, 


“T feel like all of us here are in a 


railroad carriage. What we're discus- 
‘sing has already passed by the win- 
dow. This Israel isn't Herzl's or the 
one envisioned by the foonders. We 
can still talk among ourselves. But 
talk like ours will become increasing- 
ly useless. Maybe the Jews really 
prefer Exile, and those who can't 
stand a halachic state will just have 
to leave.” 5 

Not very hopefully, Kaniuk sug- 
gested one way out of the bind: an 
Israeli nationality without a religious 
modifier. 


TAKING AN academic, cooler view 
was Professor Ze'ev Sternhell, The 
Hebrew University political scientist 
compared two varieties of national- 
ism -- the first is liberal, open, indi- 
vidualistic; the second, tribal, collec- 
tive, self-consciously “organic” and 


bloody-minded. Jewish nationalism 
tends toward the second kind, in part 
because it’s hard to separate Jewish 
nationalism from religion. However, 
though the task is “complicated,” it 
shouldn't be impossible to disting- 
uish between the two strands in 
Zionism and maximize the influence 
of the first. 

If we fail to do this, Sternhell said 
without pathos, Israel can only be- 
come less and less liberal, more and 
more racist. “We're all basically for 
a Jewish state in which Judaism is an 
individual matter,” he said, presum- 
ing with good reason to speak for the 
panel and most of the audience. 
“But this is precisely what an obser- 
vant Jew sees as the destruction of 
Judaism.” 

Formerly a very observant Jew, 
the writer and editor Haim Be'er was 
bom and raised a hassid and today is 
clean-shaven and bare-headed. But 
he apparently suffers from some nos- 
talgia for the yoke. With Spinoza’s 
raha hanging behind hiss: uldcr, 

e’er was the first to question — he 
did it very wryly and gently -- 
whether there is anything definable 
and substantial that can be called 
seoular or ethical or cultural Juda- 
ism, and whether there is such a 
thing asasecularJew, © 

“Halachic Judaism is clear,” he 


“said. “But what Is secular-ethical- 


cultural Judaism? What is it? Is it 
what's called ‘kosher-style’ in the 
U.S." 

Yet while halachic Judaism is clear 
and substantial, it's not equipped to 
deal with modemity and statehood, 
declared Be'er, throwing in perti- 


nent quotes from Bnei Brak rabbis, 

The answer? Be'er said he didn't 
know. In spite of his appearance and 
his participation, he told the alten- 
tive audience that “I haven't made a 
choice yet.” 


YOVEL THEN attempted a tenta- 
tive summation. From what had 
been said, he ventured, a secular 
Jewish state is possible, but on con- 
dition that the anti-Zionists are 
wrong, that the Jewish people and 
Judaism are not coextensive, that 
Jewish nationality is voluntary, not 
tribal, and that Jewishness itself is 
left fluid and undefined. 

Βαϊ the audience now departed, 
not because they disagreed with 
Yovel, but because they weren't so 
interested in what an American Jew- 
ish inteltectual speaking English had 
to tell them. 

“Maybe it would have been better 
for you to invite someone from 
Brooklyn rather than Princeton,” 
Professor Michae! Walzer told the 
remnant. “That way, an argument 
might have been set up. From me 
you'll only hear a different version of 
what you've just heard." 

And he went on to describe the 
benefits of pluralism and liberalism 
for the Jews in America, and to urge 
that liberalism Is best for Jews in 
their own state as well. To force the 
clock back to before the Emancipa- 
tion is Mission Impossible. To try,

Gershon Weiler of Tel Aviv Uni- 
versity delivered a fighting speech 
calling the Arabs and the Orthodox 
the two main dungers to Israel!

WITH SO MUCH eloquence ond 
good sense washing over him, 
listener could gaze at the inscrute 4 
smile of the banned philosopher, 
wonder what this secular saint, 
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disembodied brain born before his 
time, would make of this country 
andthe band ofhbelievers collected in 
hisname at the Khan. 

What an icy philosopher Spinoza 
is! He proves that everything that 
happens must happen, that it’s alla 
manifestation of God, that God 
couldn't care less what men do or 
don't do or what happens to then, 
noteven when they're Jews; and that 
the sooner we understand this. the 
sooner we'll be freed of bitterness, 

hate, ambition, desire, regret, 
hope and other enslaving emotions. 
Asfor revealed religion, free men go 
beyond it. Only the ignorant need it 
and should have it -- it gives them 
consolation and keeps them under 
control and relatively law-abiding. 

Professor Elam vant closest to 
asking whether the [sraeli mvan-in- 
thestreet, who is none too law- 
abiding as it is, wouldn't run amok 
without the illusion that God cures 
what he does.

Producers with a good understand- 
ing of the market and an ability to 
keep costs down, or cawboy filn- 
makers, throwing a maximum 
amount of celluloid at the wallin the 
vain hope that sume of it will stick? 


THERE 15 no doubt that, since 
graduating from the Lenion Popsicle 
genre of soft-porn films that earned 
them their first big bucks, Golan and 
Globus have produced several high- 
quality movies, notably Franco Zef- 
firelli's Otello and Andrei Koncha- 
Jovsky’s Runaway Train.

Robert Altman's Fuol for Love, 
John Cassavettes’s Love Streams, 
Konchalovsky's Maria's Lovers and 
The Ultimate Solution of Grace 
Quigley, a film so bad that its star 
Katherine Hepburn publicly dissoci~ 
ated herself from it. 

These failures are, perhaps, ex- 
cusable, since they represented an 
effort by Cannan to gain credibility 
‘in Hollywood, and thus access fo its 
top directors and actors. Had Can- 


non been able to make money with. 


iis less “arty projects, says Andrew 
Yulc,. these generally low-budget 
flops need hardly have dented the 
cash flow. 

But, says Yule, Cannon has never 
had a hit movie. “Only Breakin’ and 
Missing in Action have fared well at 
the box-office, and under normal 
circumstances Cannon should have 
gone bankrupt years’ ago,” he 
claims. 

YULE SAYS that he becante in- 
terested in the Cannon phenomenon 
- or the Hollywood rope trick, as he

calls it- because he found it puzzling 
that the group kept on producing 
more und more films despite the fact 
that no one went to see its pictures. 

He spent a yeur interviewing Can- 
non officials, bankers, film-makers 
from other compianics and indepen- 
dent film experts and concluded: 
“Although as new movie moguls, 
Golan and Globus had some fea- 
‘tures in common with the old Holly- 
wood bosses, movie-making skills 
were not among them. Nor was 
being in touch with public taste, 
except when they pandered to the 
lowest common denominator, and 
even then they often got it.wrong. 
The list of films produced since Can- 
non's formation arguably Includes 
some of the shoddiest fare ever 
foisted on the public." 

Yule believes that only the du- 
bious accounting procedures 
adopted by Cannon allowed it to 
continually show increased profits 
while its films were consistently flop- 
ping. The first-ever losses were post- 
ed ‘Jast September, when it was 
announced that Cannon was down 
$5.8m. for the first nine months of 
1986. 

Since those figures were released, 
there has been resounding silence 
from the Cannon accounting office. 
Cannon’s UK chief Barry Jenkins 
told The Jerusalent Post last week 
that the full-year 1986 figures would 
be out by mid-May at the latest -- 


about ἃ month behind schedule. In- 
vestors have already been warned 
that “substantial losses" are οχ- 
pected. . 

Bad as these figures may turn out 
to be, they are not the most pressing 
of Cannon's worries. Of far greater 
potential significance is the SEC re- 
port, due any day now, on the book- 
keeping practices that somehow 
managed to keep Cannon in the 
black for so long. 

Yule would not guess at the out- 
come of the SEC inquiry, but he did 
claim that Cannon's film amortiza- 
tion techniques ~ the manner and 
speed with which the company com- 
putes and declares the profits and 
losses of its films — are unsatisfactory 
at best, and that the SEC is likely to 
be somewhat critical of them, 

He also explained that Cannon 
was only able to raise further credit, 
from shareholders and banks, by 


- continually increasing the number of 


films it made each year. 
’ Thus, if in year 1, its two films 
fared badly, it could at least speak of 
the potential profits of the four films 
it was releasing in year 2. “Cannon 
kept on doubling its output,” says 
Yule, “and there was always the 
chance of a hit somewhere in the 
package of films it was promoting. 
And, in Hollywood, even the scent 
ofa hit is enough to keep the backers 
interested." ἘΣ ok 
Last year, Cannon put out about

30 films, but when the box office 
figures were tallied up, it had again 
failed to come up with ἃ winner. 
Even Over the Top, in which Golan 
directed Sylvester Stallone, failed to 
bringin much of a profit for Cannon, 


since cash-flow problems have ne-- 


cessitated that it be produced jointly 
with Warner, who spent $16m. on 
Promotion and prints and who thus 
had first share of the revenue. 

Cannon's percentage share of the 
1986 box-office was a miserly 
1.6 per cent, compared to Orion's 21 
per cent, Paramount's 20.3 per cent 
and Warner's 14.4 per cent. 

But, as usual, Golan and Globus 
are already speaking of the potential 
hits now coming through the produc- 
tion pipelines, films like Superman 
iV and Masters of thé Universe. 

Yule says that one or two major 
hits are not enough to save Cannon 
now, and that they need “five Star 
Wars on the trot.” 

But Barry Jenkins denied this, 
claiming that the financial pressures 
will ease in the next couple of 
months, and that the company has a 
long, prosperous future. 


JENKINS BELIEVES that Can- 
non's Jatest deals with Jerry Wein- 


- traub (see box) and with Warner -- 


for the purchase of half of Cannon's 
European cinema operations — will 
turn the company around.

Distinguishing friendly vessels from foes and deciding whom to stop 


and whom to wave on is a complex matter for Israel's sailors. Defence 
Correspondent Joshua Brilliant joinst 


THE DABUR [had joined was part 
of the system designed to prevent 
seaborne terrorist attacks on Israel. 
Some of the enemy’s most murder- 
ous attacks were launched from the 
sea such as the raid on the Savoy 
Hotel in Tel Aviv in March 1975 in 
which six people were killed, and 
three years later when terrorists hi- 
jacked a bus on the coastal road, 
killing 37 people. 

Terrorists are likely to try and 
teach the coast by one of two ways: 
They can set out from southemn 
Lebanon, from the Rashidiya re- 
fugee camp south of Tyre, for exam- 
ple, and by hugging the const, try to 
πιεῖ Israel past Rosh Hanikra’s 
TOCKs. 


Alternatively they could use 4 


᾿ large “mother ship” to bring then 


close to Israel's coast, lower a speed 
boat or arubber dinghy, and dash for 
the shoreline.

Al-Khalili boarded the Israeli ves- 
sel, finding himself facing soldiers 
who trained their guns on him.

He was taken out onc day, 
brought to his ship, moored far from 
the shore, and ordered to search the 
passengers’ belongings. Evidently, 
the Israelis feared they may have 
been booby trapped. 

Only after his release and reuni- 
fication with his Egyptian crew did 
he learn what had happened to their 
50 passengers, described here as 
Fatah members: They were ordered 
to jump into the water, nude, one by 
one, to prevent eves the slightest 
‘chance that they would stage a 
suicide attack. Then, they were 
taken aboard the vessel and were 
brought to Isracl. oO

Just then, her phone rang again. 
This time it was the mether ota

Recently, the muther reported, 
she had caught her elder son trying 
to take his teenige brother to Scien- 
tology sessions. She is now afraid 
that she will lose her second child to 
Scientology as well, The older son 
does not work and lives on what he 
calls “purification pills” which he is 
given by the Scientologists. He hard- 
ly eats, is emaciated and physically 
debilitated. 

“The mother was crying out for 
help. What could [ say? It breaks my 
heart not being able to do anything 
other thin say something about 
plans for 4. fulure programine. This 
womun needs help now and [ can’t 
give it. [ get these caffs all the time. I 
get threatening calls from cultists 
and calls for help from parents.” says 
Glazer-Ta‘asa. 

Mr. B.L.'s story was ‘much the 
same. He has fost three daughters to 
Scientology. The oldest has finally 
left the cult of her own accord, after 
15 years and an eventual climb in 
Scientology's hierarchy till she 
assumed a position of importance in 
Los Angeles.

SCIENTOLOGY - Its foundes, sci- 
ence fiction author Ron Hubbard, 
wrote that if is ridiculous to work 
“fdr pennies.

Emin’s headquarters are located 
in a recently-renovated movie 
theatre which the cult purchased in 
Ramat Hasharon. But it also has 
facilities in Tel Aviv and conducts its 
events in a number of rented halls. 
The United Kibbutz Movement now 
suspects that the new Ma‘alch Tzvia 
settlement in the Galilee is none 
other than an Emin kibbutz, 


In 1983, the Glazer-Ta'asa- com- 
miltec was tuld that the group had 
some 700 hard-core members in 
Israel along with 1,200 more wha 
participated in the carly initiation 
Stages.

EST —|ts latest official name in Israel 
is the Israel Centre for Brenk- 
through. it was founded hy a Phi- 
ladelphian born as Paul Rosenberg 
to a Jewish father and a Christian 
mother, At one time known us Jack 
Frost, he adopted the name Werner 
Erhard in 1960 (when he also aban- 
doned his wife and children). 

-EST is an acronym of Erhard 
Seminars Training, while also im- 
plying the Latin for the word “is.” 
For the past three years Werner 
Erhard and Associates no longer 
market the EST training, but now 
feature another, “improved and up- 
dated,” package called Forum, the 
main vourse peddled by the Israel 
Centre for Breakthrough. 

The primary introduction seminar 
lasts four days for about 17 hours a 
day.

M has a checking procedure iu 
which the medititor reports fis state 
to the teacher, but often it matters 
lithe what disturbing signs the medi- 
titan reports, “Phe teacher ποτα 
often than not tells hint that (hese are 
good sigus of untoading stress, But 
these very signs would wing 
fou bells af alarns, if brought to the 
adention af any psychologist. "The 
meditation teacher, however, irres- 
ponsibly tells his pupil to go ahead,” 
Di. Curasso explains. 

All psychiatric hospitiuls, he says, 
have putients whose defences were 
eroded by meditative, self-hyprotic 
practices. The problem is who uses 
these techniques and even more so 
Who is attracted to them. 

“Sume people go there because 
they are curious and want ta see 
what it is. They get out relatively 
quickly, They are the sort of people 
who like to experience a lithe of 
everything. But most of the peaple 


are on the borderlin€s of mental 
health. To put it in lay terms, a 
certain percentage of the population 
is potentially meutally ill, but their 
defence mechanisms are strong 
envugh to maintain them’in an 
ostensibly normal slate and allow 
them to function in society. When 
these defences are shaken, the dis- 
ease, which hac heen latent, becom- 
es fully manifest," Carasso explains. 

He, notes that TM is perhaps the 
least enslaving of the groups studied 
by the Glazer-Ta‘asa committec. 
Things get worse with Scientology 
and even more so with EST, with 
Emin, and the various mystical cults 
that lie beyond, where the degree of 
hypnotism and brainwashing 
reaches extremely dangerous prap- 
ortions. 

“People become addicted τὸ the 
system. Same end up in psychiatric 
wards. Others continue as bizarre 
types who daydream and hallucinate 
un the sidelines of life. Yet others 
stayin the cults and become fumatics. 
Some cume to me asking for help 
with the realigzation that the mind-

The chanting, sleep depriva- 
tion and mystery-mongering of other 
cults, are particularly extreme here. 

[ἡ Israel, Krishna activity was first 
centred in Tivon and Kiryat 
Haroshet. Neighbours’ complaints 


resulted in a move to Ra‘anana. It is 
roughly estimated that there are 
several dozen committed cultists in 
Isravl, alongside several hundred 
sympathizers. 


DIVINE LIGHT MISSION ~ This 
movement's guru, Muaharaj-ji, is 
antly 30, When he was brought to 
Colorado at uge 14, he was already 
deemed divine by followers of the 
cult founded by his father. The guru, 
attired in gold, diamonds and flow- 
ers, likes fust cars, motorcycles and 
planes. He is worshipped, as “in- 
separable from God... God and the 
guru share ull - personality, body, 
mind and power." In fact the guru is 
frequently described as “like God, 
only better.” He also humiliates, 
beats and sometimes sexually 
assaults believers who knee! before 
him to kiss his feet. 

The guru visited Israel] and 
appeared before his flock at the Tel 
Aviv Country Club in 1985. The 
most devout among his followers live 
in communes, practise celibacy, 
don't marry or bring children into 
the world. They sign over all their 
worldly goods to the cult. Com- 
munes exist in Israel and high-school 
youngsters are known to have 
brought various household items 
from home to the communes, 

In the past the cult's cover-name 
was the Academy for Spiritual Yoga. 
It had been operating here since 


1973. Tuday the official name is 
Aviav - Hebrew acronym for Inter- 
national Association for True Know- 
ledge in Israel and its centre is in the 
Ramat Gan area.

The ficst of two books focusing on 
Buber's philosophy deuts with the 
existential ontology of the ‘'dialogic- 
al relation” which Buber spent much 
of his life investigating and describ- 
ing.

Haim Gordon, a senior Jecturer 
there, orgunized the programme and 
subsequently wrote the book which 
details the three-year project 

through philosophical explanations 
and analysis and excerpts from dia- 
logues. i 

What set this peace group apart 
from so many others was an educa- 
tional approach dealing with specific 
philosophical ideology in an attempt 
to diminish what Buber and Gordon 
refer to as existential mistrust. Its 
goal was to foster dialogue between 
Arabs and Jews by applying the 
principles of Buberian existential 
philosophy in group settings. 

The 204 participants met in large 
and smull groups, either led by Gor- 
don or another group leader. They 
attended lectures, visited Egypt and 
met in pairs to learn, discuss and 
apply existential philosophy to their 
individual ways of dealing with 
Arab-Jewish problems. 


Existentialism is not easy to de- 
fine, nor is it easy to understand. It 
has no central theme, but can be 
defined partially as an inquiry into 
what it is to be human, including the 
responsibility that goes along with 
free will. Gordon made the connec- 
tion between existential beliefs and 
teachings (particularly Buber’s) and 
the problems between the Arabs and 
Jews in Isrrel, when he realized that 
much of the conflict was related to 
mistrust. 


This “existential mistrust” exists 
between two persons (or nations) 
when one believes that the other 
denies his right to exist and to realize 
his potential in the world. Gordon 
describes the attitude as one of, “If I 
want to exist, [ must not trust you.” 

‘The problems between Arabs and 
Jews seem to fit precisely into the 
above definition,-but.-simply. realiz-- 
ing this does not solve the problem. 
Unfortunately, Gordon goes only as

fat as his existential beliefs allow him 
to within the inquiry. 

According to Gordon, Buber's 
philosophy is central to the peace 
programme because dialogue helps 
to cut through the participant's web 
of lies. In genuine dialogue, he con- 
tinues, one attains power to confront 
these lies and face truths which a 
person often fears. 

One hindrance for peace, writes 
Gordon, is that many people view 
themselves as finished products. 
They did not grasp that their mode of 
existence is contributing to the cur- 
rent situation, and that they can 
change their way of life significantly 
— that a Jew can learn to trust an 
Arab, and vice versa, 

Ina dialogue from one of the study 
groups, David, a group leader, tells 
the participants that their unwilling- 
ness to see that mistrust and hatred 
between Arabsand Jews has become 
4 way of life, is ruining them. 


The book is full of excerpts from 
the dialogue groups, but these do not 
live up to the expectation that the 
subject and book promises. Theore- 
tically, the philosophy applied in the 
groups makes a lot of sense and does 
telate to the conflict in Israel be- 
tween Arabs and Jews. Realistically, 
however, the dialogues in the book - 
which must be the best examples 
available —come across as stilted and 
forced. 

The project is a noble one, but the 
book does not show as much of the 
participant's views and opinions as 
those of Gordon, his assistants and 
Buber. Their philosophy may lead 
others to self-reflection and intro- 
spection, but there must be a sim- 
pler, more realistic way of connect- 
ing the conflict to each person's life 
than esoteric dogma, which excludes 
the majority of the population, 
which doesn’t understand it. 

The existential writings of philo- 
sophers and writers such as Sartre, 
Nietzche, Kafka, Kierkegaard, Dos- 
toesvsky and Naguib Mahfouz were 
studied in the dialogue groups and 
are discussed in individual chapters. 
of the book. Gordon believes that 
through the study of existential writ- 
ings one can illuminate hidden 
‘aspects of one’s personality. The 
study of such writings and discus- 

-sions of them, he says, may help to 

change people and society and will 
ultimately lead to higher levels of 
wisdom and vision for the future. 

It is however, very difficult for the 
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average person fo tike existential 
philosophy out into the world and 
apply it to everyday life. The Arab- 
Jewish problem in tsruel exists in a 
very real, day-to-day, headline- 
dominating realm. Existentialism, 
on the ather hand, lives in the realm 
of university study, worn leather- 
bound books and intense discussions 
in smoke-filled Parisian cafes. 

For those used to reading dry 
philusuphical dissertations, this 
book isa welcome breath of (iought- 
provoking theory, mixed with dis- 
appointingly boring group interac 
tions. For those interested in conflict 
resolution or Arub-Jewish relations, 
it serves a different and more useful 
purpose. Jt illustrates the possibili- 
ties that exist with regard tu the 
problem and cvokes a certain 
amount of introspection, while in- 
spiring the reader to leatn ure — an 
attempt, however small, to shift the 
situation as il presently exists. 

There is no doubt that bringing 
Jews and Arubs together, under any 
philosophical guise, is a valuable 
step in the right direction. 


THE PHILOSOPHY that led Haim 
Gordon to connect existential 
thought to peace dialogue in Israel 
grew from the heart of Buber’s phi- 
losophy, which sees diulogue be- 
tween human beings (‘]") and other 
human beings and God (“Thou”) as 
the manifestation of one’s purpose 
and existence. 

Martin Buber and the Eternal, 
Maurice Friedman’s fifth book ab- 
out the renowned Jewish philo- 
sopher, focuses on Buber's biblical 
existentialism and his strong ties to 
Judaism, religion, and God. 

Existentialism does not fit into the 
mould of systematic philosophy, nor 
does it fit into traditional Jewish 
thought. Buber, however, through 
his strong belief in God*(in “the 
Eternal Thou") and the importance 
of that relationship in daily life, 
bases much of his existential thought 
on Jewish philosophy and history, 
and his interpretation of it. 

Friedman, a professor of religious 
studies, philosophy and comparative 
literature at San Diego State Uni- 
versity in California, won the 
National Jewish Book award in 1985 
for his book Martin Buber's Life and 
Work: The Later Years. His exper- 
tise and understanding of Buber and 
his philosophy is evident from the 
clear and concise way that this most 
recent book is organized and writ- 
ten. 


The book begins with the rela- 


tionship of Buber’s philoso 
dialogue to his etary of “με δ 
nal Thou.” Further chapters ex- 
pound Buber’s biblival existential 
ism, with the dislogical relationshi 
between “1" and “Theu" as the-hey, 
In short, simple half-page descrip. 
tions, including many excerpts from 
Buber’s warks, Friedman presents 
the various alistinetions in Buber's 
religious and philosophical thought 

Three ideas central to Buber’s 
thought are creation, revelation and 
redemption and their relationship to 
each other and to life. Buber's phi- 
lusophy of creation deals with man's 
relationship to God and God's rela- 
tionship to man, and the paradox 
that lies therein. His philosphy of 
revelation focuses on the realization 
of that relationship by man. Redemp- 
tian is man’s Girning away from 
evil and moving closer toward God. 

Friedman alsu discusses Buber’s 
approach to the history of religion; 
existential guilt and existential trust 
as modes of dialogue with the eternal 
Thou; and religious education seen 
as dialogue. 

There are two very interesting 
sections which break away from Bu- 
ber's historical philosophy and deat 
with more modern-day issues, yet 
even here, Buber never loses the 
connecting line to God, primary to 
all of his beliefs. 

Buber, who taught for years as a 
professor of comparative history of 
religion at the University of Frank- 
furt, was very interested in compara- 
tive mysticism and eastern philoso- 
phy and their connection with Has- 
sidism and Jewish philosophy. 
Hinduism and Buddhism were part 
of Buber's earlier developments in 
this area, while Taoism and Zen, in 
addition to Elassidism, were ἃ cen- 
tral part of his later philosophy. 
Friedman gives the reader an excel- 


lent sampling of this thought, witha . 


specially good section illustrating 
Buber’s comparison of Hassidism 
and Zen. 

Another interesting section deals 
with the tension between existential 
trust and what Buber calls the 


““eclipse of God" ~ Buber’s philo- 


sophical response to the Holocaust. 

Friedman presents a crisp, fast- 
paced read through Buber's Teli- 
gious philosophy and offers profes- 
sionals and philosophers a fresh 
wrap-up on the subject. For laymen 
who want to understand Buber - of 
must do so for university study — but 
lack the patience necessary to tackle 
Land Thon, this book provides an 
authoritative, much easier alterna-

One of his major achievements 
was the transformation of a hole-in- 


* the-corner sfiblach community into a 


major influence among American 
Jews, capable of attracting a new, 
post-immigrant generation.

help of others -- in replacing by a 
reliable system under the U imprint.

. aegis of the U.S. Jewish Welfare 


Board during World War 11, he 
brought comfort and Jewish values 


to the multitude of Jews serving in 


the U.S. army. In the course of time, 
there was hardly a major American 
Jewish organization he did not serve. 

His contribution to Yeshiva Col- 
lege (later Yeshiva University) is 
particularly notable; here he held 
the chair of Jewish Ethics for de- 


cades, 3 
JUNG’S IMPACT on English- 


speaking Jewry was enhanced by his 
remarkable activity as a writer und 
editor. As early as the Twenties, he 
began to issue volume after volume, 
of his Jewish Library, expounding 
the tenets of traditional Judaism, 
with scholars and historians coniri- 
buting biographies of its leading fi- 
gures in modern times. 

The eighth volume is a revealing 


᾿ autobiography (Path of a Pioneer, 


1980). The whole series has now 
been magnificently reissued by the 
‘prestigious Soncino Press. In book 
after book, pamphlet after pam- 
phiet, Jung hammered home to his 
and subsequent generations the 
true, unadorned face of Judaism. 
Just as in his pastoral life he 
courageously faced recurring chal- 
lenges to the Jewish people and its 
faith, so as.a writer he took up the 
cudgels on behalf of-our ancient 
tradition against all comers. ; 

With all his modernity, Jung man- 
aged to keep one foot in the ultra- 


“Orthodox camp, remaining at the 


same time on excellent terms wit! 
men like Leo Baeck.. He was also ᾿ 
staunch defender. οὗ Orthodox parti- 
cipation in synagogue councils or 
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boards of rabbis (which included 
representatives of non-Orthodox de- 
nominations) where common ir 
terests were ut stake. The fear of 
seeming to grant “recognition” to 
these non-Orthodox rabbis held no 
terror for him. ‘ 

In the volume under review -- ἃ 
ben zekunim (child of old age) to the 
ancient warrior — Jung sums up his 
extensive and deep rabbinic learning 
and experience by presenting Re- 
sponsa which reveal the ethical 
dimension of Halacha as expresse 
by authoritative writers throughout 
the ages. The dichotomy of Halacha 
and ethics τῷ Judaism is of relevance 
today, with rabbinic Judaism the 
butt of much criticism on ethical 
grounds. The list of contents formu: 
lated by the author-editor (under 12 
headings) as well as the overwhelm- 
ing majority of the sources quot 
betray Jung's tendency and life-long 
ambition to “incline towards grace 
as did the House of Hillel. 

Inspite of the many- regrettable- 
typographical errors, this volume 
should become prescribed reading 
for a younger generation of rabbis

TWENTY-TWO years ἀρ, when 
tough-talking Bill Graham orga- 
nized his first cance — a benefit for 
the recently arrested San Francisea 
Mime Troupe - he did net imagine 
that he would sean be sole owner of 
a $150 million-a-year business 
empire. Bul he del know, from the 
start, that whenyou strike gold, you 
don't give it away, no matter what 
the spirit of the time dictates. He was 
never excited by the word “Free,” 
the slogan of the Diggers; fur his 
memories were not shaped in the 
affluent suburbs of America, but in 
Hitler's Europe. 

‘The man who brought the Santana 
group to Israel this week was, in the 
eyes of many leaders of the massive 
youth rebellion of the 1960s, the 
quintessential “capitalist pig.” the 
man who “ripped off our music." 

The music — which includes some 
of the dumbest lyrics ever written — 
was considered sacred, especially in 
the holy sanctuary of Northern Cali- 
fornia. And Bill Graham, the 
theatrical-Inoking Jew with a whip- 
lash New York tongue, was the 
enemy. 

Soon after the success of that first 
dance, at which newly-formed local 
groups like Jefferson Airplane per- 
formed, Graham discontinued his 
involvement with the Mime Troupe, 
a radical theatre group which per- 
formed mostly in city parks. But 
something of the theatre had rubbed 
off on him: He was not shy, anymore 
than were the anonymous Diggers. 
who also came out of the Mime’ 
“Troupe. Graham would never com- 
pletely abandon the idea of benefits 
1] — he was instrumental in putting on 
the biggest benefit to date, Live Aid. 
But he also wanted to benefit him- 
self. 

Soon after the success of the Mime 
Troupe benefit, he was staging much 
bigger dances, at Winterland and the 
Fillmore auditoriums. A hip group 
called The Family Dog held dances 
at the Avalon ballroom. Graham 
introduced light shows at his dances, 
and hired artists to advertise the 
weekly events ~ this was where the 
psychedelic posters of the era origin- 
ated. 


THE POSTERS soon became big 
business, but Graham's concentra- 
tion was on the dances, and on 
managing groups like Airplane. 
Never a reclusive figure, he was out 
there each week, with the ticket- 
collectors and the security guards, a 
passionate man shouting obsceni- 
ties, trading banter, arguing vehe- 
mently with hundreds of people who 
all felt they belonged backstage with 
their favourite bands. 

He also had his run-ins with the 
neo-Nazi Hell’s Angels, who were 
close friends with many bands of the 
era. “If an Angel gives you a bullet, 
it's supposed to mean that you're a 
man marked to be killed,’ Graham 
says, “I got handed bullets seven 
times.” aS τ 

Despite all the vitriolic comments. 
about “the exploiter,” Graham 
earned a reputation as a scrupulous- 
ly honest businessman — at least 
among those who dealt with him on 
adult terms. The crooks were more 
likely to be found among the long- 
hairs - the Grateful.Dead, for ex- 
ample, was managed for a while by a

tion - destroyed. Graham agrees 
with the San Francisco columnist 
who once said of the hip generation: 
“They have neither the guts nor the 
ability to change a world they hate.” 

Graham paid his workers fairly, 
including royalties. He was loyal to 
his entertainers, like Janis Joplin} 
who looked on him as a father figure, 
although his young -poster artist, 
Wes Wilson, left in a huff over 
demands for more money. As his 
parting shot, he drew a poster that 
was supposed to represent Bill Gra- 
ham —a snake encircling the world, 
with a dollar sign in its mouth — like 
the classic image from The Protocols 
of the Elders of Zion. 


GRAHAM'S parents were Russian 
Jews who had five daughters and one 
son. His father, a construction en- 
gineer, died in 1931, soon after the 
birth of his son. Graham and one of 
his sisters were put in an orphanage 
in Berlin. In 1939, when he was 
eight, his sister and he were transfer- 
red to an orphanage outside Paris. 

After the war broke out, Red 
Cross workers took a group of 60 
orphans on an odyssey that took 
them to Lyons, Marseilles, Lisbon, 
Casablanca, Dakar, Bermuda, nnd 
eventually New York. Eleven chil- 
dren survived. Graham's 13-year- 
old sister, Tolla, didn't make it ~she 
died in Lyons. Two of his other sisters 
died in concentration camps. 

Graham wound up in an orphan- 
age in Pleasanton, New York. “The 
Jewish Foster Home Bureau offered 
people $48 a month to take a kid,” 
Graham recalled. “People would 
come up like to a pet shop. I got to 
feel that way because week after 
week, I would not be taken.” Even- 
tually, @ Bronx couple took. him in, 
mainly because they wanted their 
own son to learn, German and 
French, Graham recalls with a trace 
of bitterness. “That was my begin- 
ning.” : 

He went lo a tough high school in 
the Upper Bronx, and was drafted 
into the army during the Korean 
War, eventually being court- 
martialled over a dispute about serv- 
ing without being a citizen — he was 
stilla minor. 

Inthe mid-Fifties, he was reunited 
with his two surviving sisters who 
had lived in-Israel for some years 
before moving on to California. He 
fell in love with San Francisco. 

Today he is a power in the city. If 


he doesn't like someone — like Presi- 
dent Reagan, for example -- he slams 
the door on them. Graham was re- 
cently asked by Mayor Dianne Fein- 
stein to stage a city spectacular to 
mark the 50th birthday of the Gol- 
den Gate Bridge.

GRAHAM is a liberal who supports 
the anti-nuclear movement, aid 
funds for starving Africa, Amnesty 
International, bencfits for Aids vic- 
tims. He has not been involved in 
Isracli or Jewish causes, but comes 
here frequently, staying with his 
father’s brother and sister-in-law, 
the Grajienka family (Graham's ori- 
ginal name), in their modest Tel 
Aviv apartment. - 

Santana is the first group he bas 
brought to Israel, und at this point, 
he has no plans for any follow-up 
performances. Ile keeps busy in San 
Francisco, presiding over what has 
become a huge business success 
story. 

Whenever the Rolling Stones. 
Bob Dylan or the Grateful Deud go 
on a world tour, Graham is the man 
most likely to stage the event. In 
addition, lie is the manager of Santa- 
na, Van Morrison, Eddie Money. 
and many other groups. The mer- 
chandise arm of his company. 
Winterland Productions, employs 
300 workers who produce parapher- 
nulia connected to the rock ‘n roll 
industry, grossing over $80 million 4

Graham agrees, in principle, with 
the view that most rock Ἢ roll is 
garbage. He loves Latin music (like 
that of Tito Puente and Santana), 
Frank Sinatra, jazz, Middle Easte™ 
music and some rock — Marvin Gaye. 
Dylan, Traffic, some Croshy, Stills

He believes that among the poP 
musicians who have “awsome ΡΟΝ" 
er,” there are some who also have ἃ 
social conscience and who are willing 
to express it.

Brought to Israel by ! lilmar Hott 
manof the Frankfurt Film Archives, 
the film was screened together with 
Walter Ruttman’s 194) Per Deut- 
sche Panzer (The German Amott), 
and accompanied by a lecture on the 
Nazi war machine. 

Victory of Faith is a 
“documentary” on the fifth National 
Socialist party rally, held in Nureny- 
berg from September 1-3, 1933, 
seven months after Hitler was 

inted chancellor, It is a heady 
celebration in which seme 500,000 
party supporters from all over the 
Reich participated. 

[tisalso a “testimony tv the power 
ofbelief," as the German Aitonnito- 
graph film journal wrote inits review 
on December 2, 1933. The sereen 
comes alive with thousands of shin- 
ing faces, guzing in adoration at their 
undisputed Fuehrer. Later critics of 
the Third Reich were to call the 
Germans under Hitler a natinn of 
slaves. But what this film makes all 
too clear is thal it was a slavery 
willingly, eagerly assumed. To be- 
long to this glorivus following was a 
privilege. 


FILM was the only popular mass 
medium in 1933 and, according to 
Hoffman, Hitler and his propaganda 
minister Paul Joseph Goebbels 
therefore seized upon it as their main 
vehicle of propaganda, with 
documentaries and newsreels being 
the preferred genre. 

But to get the message across, the 
Master propagandists knew, films 
had fo be entertaining and moving. 
Thus, after Hitler took over the reins 
of state, the strictly propaganda film 
became the exception. Victory of 
Faith, one of the Third Reich’s first 
productions, was declared by 
Goebbels to be “an art form for the 
Political direction of miss move- 
ments." And art it was -- both in the 
way it captured the Hitler move- 
ment, and the way it transformed it

into film, Hoffman pointed out. 

The film upens with picturesque 
scenes of a waking town, and then 
zooms in on the approaching masses 
arranging themselves in units. The 
various speakers. introducing Hitler 
to the rally, speak from the heart and 
straight at the film audience. The 
camera is never still, moving back 
and forth between the masses and 
their leader -- on the podium, in the 
motor cavalcnde, at the memorial 
for fallen soldiers ~ in dynamic fu- 
sion. 

The rhythmic swing between long 
shots and close-ups, between vertic- 
al and horizontal camera movement. 
creates the effect of a surging, 
energctic mass movenient in mation; 
as docs “the calculated alternation’ 
Hoffman explained, “of interior and 


exterior shots, of day and night, of 
epic and dramatic sequences.” 

The solemn procession of Nazi 
emblems - banners, swastikas, the 
eagle; the rupt faces, Hitler's out- 
stretched hand towards the Hitler 
Youth, as if itv benediction, and even 
church musi¢, lend the proceedings 
the fervour of a sacred rite, per- 
formed in the name of the new 
religion. 

The rapidly-changing pace of the 
music is what moves it all along. 
Starting with martial fanfare, the 
score soon changes to plaintive 
violins, “set in counterpoint against 
chiming bells." Boldly dominating 
the screen in black, the bells, as 
Hoffman said, convey the impres- 
sion that the Almighty too is present. 

Over 16,000 metres of film were 


shot during the three-day rally. The 
1,700 metres which comprise the 
hour-long, finished film attest to 
Riefenstahl's masterful editing and 
directing. 


RIEFENSTAHL, who until then 
had established her reputation in 
feuture films — acting, writing, film- 
ing, directing, producing — was com- 
missioned by Hitler to do the 
documentary on the rally. But Goeb- 
μεῖς, fearing her as ἃ threat to his 
exclusive hold on propaganda, de- 
liberately withheld the commission. 
She learned of it in a conversation 
with Hitler only a few days before 
the rally, leaving litle time for pre- 
paration. 

However, she was assisted by an 
able team of cameramen, including 
Sepp Allgcier, who was the first 
cameraman allowed to film from 
inside the Fuelrer's bluck Mercedes. 

As Riefenstuhl told the press on 
September 6, 1933; “We attempted 
to capture images that would make it 


| possible to create a real film... nat 


just reportage on the lines of a 
newsreel, but... an artistic creation 
in which the pictorial presentation of 
great events would combine with the 
intrinsic tensions of the story to 
command the spectators’ attention.” 
There is no doubt that she suc- 
ceeded. The film premiered in Ber- 
lin on December 2, 1933, and was 
immediately hailed the “Eroica of 
the Party Rally." Realizing its im- 
portance for spreading the Nazi 
word, Goebbels ordered district and 
group party leaders to cancel other 
activities while the film was showing, 

so as to enable the public to attend. 
Despite its impact, however, Vic- 
tory of Faith enjoyed only a short 
run. It was suddenly removed front 
the cinemas with no word of ex- 
planation to the public, apparently 
vanishing without a trace. The ex- 
planation lay in Hitler’s break with 
Ernst Roehm, head of the SA storm- 
troops who, together with other SA 
members, was murdered on the 
“night of the long knives,” July !, 
1934. Roehm was believed lo have 
been plotting SA domination of the 

regular Wehrmacht army. 


Because Rachm featured promin- 
ently in Victory of Faith, the film had 
to he buried along with the man. 
Hitler is δῖ! to have ordered all 
copies of the film to be destroyed. 

The film's disappearance allowed 
Riefenstahl, after she had been “de- 
Nazified," to use Hoffman's term, to 
play down the film in later years, 
dismissing it as a short production, 
“with nothing special about it.” 

But the film surfaced less than 
three years ago, in the hands of an 
unnamed private owner. 

Since then, Hoffman has shown it 
at a German university, and at a 
symposium on propaganda films at 
Bar-Ilan University a year ago. 
When he asked the 84-year-old 
Riefenstahl for permission to scrcen 
the film last year, she refused. He 
showed it nevertheless, since it has 
not even been clearly estublished 
that she owns the rights toil. 

The same cannot be said of 
Triumph des Willens (Triumph of the 
Will, which Riefenstahl made a year 
fater. In this case, the courts 
awarded her film rights. Yet this did 
nat stop Moffnian from showing it at 
Tel Aviv University and ΗΜ ΕΒ 
Cinematheque this week. 

He may still end up in court. 
“She's always taking somebody to 
court,” he comments. 

Triumph of the Will is a 
“documentary” of the 1934 Nazi 
Party Convention, and this time 
Riefenstahl was part of the conven- 
tion’s organizing committee. [t 
shows the party’s consolidation as an 
institution of power. [tis not charged 
with the “ecstasy of victory” which 
permeates its forerunner, Victory of 
Faith, according to Hoffman. 

These two films, as well as her 
two-part film on the 1936 Olympic 
Games which won the San Francisco 
Festival award for the best 
documentary, earned her the repu- 
tation of a Nazi film-maker,. ‘‘glori- 
fying the... movement and truns- 
forming politics into art.” 

Though certainly not 
documentary films in any accepted 
sense of the term, they are neverthe- 
less important documents of the 
Nazi era. 5

My companion's hot and sour 
soup, on the other hand, did have 
that hot, peppery quality that one 
associates with Szechwan cooking. It 
was far from the hottest, or most 
peppery, but it too was very special 
in its flavour. 

We had been told that a speciality

Here, too, 1 found myself fighting 
my own squeamishness as 1 wrestled 
with the head of the fish, working 
away Lo find the tender morsels of 
flesh without making actual contact 
with the personality of the dish. But 
the piquant sauce was absolutely 
marvellous and certainly coinpen- 
sated for any shortcomings. 


FINALLY, we also tried a dish of 
beef with black bean sauce. Here, 
too, the saity, slightly fermented 
taste of the beans was sublime and 
though far from hungry by this time, 
we polished it off. 


If there was any shortcoming, it 
was the rather indifferent fried rice 
that we were served. Probably it was 
my fault for not specifying that we 
wanted plain steamed rice. 

The tea was fine. 

For dessert, there was a choice of 
mango, lichee, fried banana or 
pineapple and ice cream. We de- 
cided not to try any of them. But that 
did not stop us from resolving that 
we would come back to Lung Sing to 
try everything else onthe menu. ”

A SEIOW OF Picussu ceramics is an 
unexpected pleasure at an’ Islamic 
Museum, but a pleasure nonethe- 
fess, though the display (from: the 
collection uf Elia Freidus) is a very 
mixed bag: παν bear the marks of 
the master’s inventive genius, hut 
some are merely pastiches af his 
paintings and: drawings, produced 
from moulds ane painted by athers 
without his special touch or fecling 
for colour, But there are cnough 
wonderful pieces on view fo mike a 
isi y Worthwhile. 
was in his mid-sixties when 
he first visited the town of Vallauris 
in the South of France to see a 
ceramics shaw, He miodelled his first 
three ceramics during a visit to the 
local Madourit Studio run by Suzian- 
ne and George Ramie; and was 
almost childishly pleased when he 
returned to the studio a year later to 
find that the pieces had net been 
sold. Fram then on, everything he 
personally produced in clay over the 
next (wo decades came from the 
Ramic's Studio. But the first show of 
some [50 ceramics by Picasso which 
followed his first visits was to have 
unexpectedly disastrous restilts not 
mentioned in the catalogue text to 
this show, 

Tourists flacked to Vallauris and 
brought prosperity to the village. 
But the uncient ceramic traditions of 
the place were forgotten and even- 
tually lost in the general rush to cash 
in on the Picasso boom. Other 
ceramicists descended upon Val- 
lauris and there - and elsewhere — 
began turning out thousands of near- 
Picassos. [thus also been pointed out 
that the master spent years of his 
valuable time turning out object af- 
ter object of no great significance, 
instead of getting on with his more 
serious art, This view isnow tempered 
by the one that some of Picasso's 
ccramics are among his finest 
achievemcnts. But many of the 
pieces in this show are from moulds 
which produced editions of hun- 
dreds long after the master had de- 
parted for Paris, by often far from 
sensitive hands. 

Picasso had quickly mastered all 
the technical tricks of the trade, He 
employed slip and paraffin to 
achieve-contrasts of matt and opa- 
que areas with shiny glazed ones. 
The selection here shows his origi- 
nality in various forms: plates of all 
shapes; bowls, wall plaques and jugs 
that ate either birds or women. The 
jugs are u sheer delight, a combina- 
tion of sculpture and painting. Some 
of the ideas for them came from 
Peruvian pre-Columbian art, but 
they are all stamped with Picasso's 
own highly original but breath- 
takingly simple solutions. They are 
infinitely more successful than the 
pastiches of his paintings and 
aquatints, also on view here, the 
worst of which are the corrida 

* motifs. But the best of the pieces 
reflect Picassg’s intense love of life 
and beauty and the tremendous. 
energy that flowed from him. When 
Picusso breathed ‘life into clay, the 
results were sometimes god-like, 
(Mayer Institute of Islamic Art, Re- 
hov Hapalmach, J'lem).

JOHN BYLE'S recent works on 
paper are full-blown abstract ex- 
pressionist paintings in a lively man- 
ner that harks back to a mix of the 
great French abstractionists of the 
early Fifties. Byle’s work is appeal- 
ing without being ingratiating, de- 
spite an occasional acidic yellow. 
The mest successful compositions 
are the two small square paintings, 
which achieve more with less than 
the larger ones, some of which 
are slightly overworked, though 
much of the fascination stems from 
the way Byle works layer over layer, 
cil-pastel line and drip and swathe 
worked over loosely defined areas of 
colour. The artist is the veteran 
professor of painting at the Bezulel 
Academy.(Peer Gallery, Rehov 
Hasoreg, Tel.

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JAPANESE ashi “pillar” prints 
were inveiled by accident in 12-41 by 
Okumura Mi abu, ang of the out- 
standing printmakers of the Ukive-e

ration for printing, the artist had 
joined together (wo vertical blacks 
of cheriy-wood which later proved 
of poor quality and win ped ind split. 
Masanobu, sinxieus to salvage his 
design, cut off the wood along the 
faulty seam. The resulting lung ane 
narrow format {7} x JO em) wis 
instantly popular with the public and 
adopted by a few other artists. These 
Prints were used as decorations for 
the narrow supporting pillars in 
geisha houses -- hence their nunie. 


Since they were exposed ta can- 
tinual wear and tear (unlike other 
types of prints displuyed only for 
strictly limited periods), well- 
preserved examples of pillar-prints, 
with clean, clear colours, ure now 
extremely rare. Thus, it is something 
of an artistic event to view more than 
90 examples which, almost without 
exception are in good-to-excellent 
condition.

In the works on exhibit (by Masa- 
nobu, Suzuki Harunobu, Isoda 
Koryusai und others) there are ele- 
gant solutions to the problems of this 
narrow format, in particular con- 
fined space and limited maneuver:

MO DADA is the title of a tun 
fashion show produced in the zuny 
spirit of Dads and mounted with 
considerable sparkle and polish by 
students of the Shenkar College of 
Fashion and Design, Ramat Gan, 
and the Canadian Efadassah-Wizo 
Art and Design College, Huita, 
under the direction of their instruc- 
tors Ayala Ruz and Esther Green- 
bauni. 

“Prior to the placement of the ten 
best designs on exhibition in the 
Janco-Dada Muscum, a larger num- 
ber of costumes were paraded in 
front of an audience of more than 
ΤῸ at Ein Hod's open air auditor- 
ium. This presentution, reinforced 
by music and mime, off-stage nuises, 
screaming and shouting, was un- 
doubtedly meant as a muted rein- 
carnation of the type of impromptu 
‘Dada’ happenings which took place 
some 70 years ago, first in Zurich at 
the Cabaret Voltaire, and then in 
New York, Paris and Berlin. 

In preparation for this project, 
Museum curator Yehudit Shenhav 
invited the students to Ein Hod to 
learn about the character and history 
of movement through lectures and 
film. Judging by results, almost all 
appear to have absorbed their les- 
sons well, producing costumes and 
ideas which capture something of the 
wit and the panache of Dada as well 
as the underlying seriousness of its 
Message. 

The majority of works express 
social criticism (Isracl 1987, not 
Europe 1917) through a variety of 
costumes and contrivances which 
cover topics ranging from local poli- 
ics to pollution nnd student oppres- 
sion. The winning design (by Yuel 
Peleg) deals with another subjest, 
the creation of an aesthetic work of 
art from prosaic material, in this 
case, the assembly of a multi- 
coloured “tobe™ from plastic urine 
bottles filled with different coloured 
liquids. My vote, however, must go

The current attempt at 
the Tel Aviv University by Professor 
Mordechai Omer hardly scratches 
the surface of Duchamp’s imagina- 
tive and forceful personality. Very 
much a didactic affair, the exhibit 
includes several **Ready-mades 
(replicas produced in Milan in 1964), 
prints and assorted memorabilia and 
literary material documenting the 
man and the artist. , 
Duchamp not only played with the 
absurdity of art and life, but, with his 
own special brand of sardonic 
humour was able to extract 8 whole 
range of “reactionary” reactions 
from the public. This “lighter quali- 
ty is totally missing from the exhibit. 
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“representing characters and emo- 
tions larger than life, as well as the 
paralysing horror which is the back- 
cloth of our age." 

* Also on view are student entries, 
to an uniformly high standard, in a 
graphics competition to decide the 
design of the exhibition catalogue 
and poster.

GIDEON OFRAT is carrying on 
with his admirable efforts to present 
shows of “forgotten™ Israeli artists. 
This (fifth) time he concentrates ona 
forgotten aspect of an artist too 
famous to have been forgotten: 
Jagob Steinhardt (1887-1968), the 
father of the woodcut in this country 
and a quietly “Jewish” painter. This 
show of woodcuts and a few oils and 
watercolours is entirely devoted to 
grotesques, which Steinhardt, more 
famous for his biblical works and 
landscapes, nevertheless produced 
on occasion throughout his long 
career. 


Steinhardt, born in Poznan, stu- 
died as a young man in Berlin under 
such distinguished teachers as Lovis 
Corinth and Hermann Struck. He 
wus a member a the Pathetiker group 
in 1912, Between 1914-18 he served 
in the German army on the Eastern 
and Balkan fronts. Some black and 
white woodcuts from 1922 on view 
show his finks with both German 
mythology and modern expression- 
ism; they are far less sophisticated in 
both drawing and technique than the 
impeccable colour woodcuts of 
grotesques made here in the Fifties 
and Sixties. Steinhardt settled in 
Jerusalem in 1933 and despite his 
intense Jewishness, expressed in 
onich of his work, he remained a 
product of German art. Nowhere is 
this more evident than in these 
woodcuts and gouaches, which stem 
from both medieval and gothic 
sources. 


Steinhardt's arrival here, with a 
number of other German-Jewish re- 
fugee artists, followed on the heels 
of the re-opening of the New" 
Bezalel School (as it was then) under 
Joseph Budko. Steinhardt taught 
woodcut there (before passing on his 
class to his pupil, Jacob Pins) and 
was the school's director between 
1953-7. After retiring, he settled in 
Nahariya.

HAROLD AND MAUDE - The strange 
story of the close friendship, leading to 
love, between a boy of 20 and an 80-year- 
old woman. Wonderful acting by Ruth 
Gordon and Bud Cort as the odd couple. 


HOTEL NEW HAMPSHIRE - Based on 
the John Irving novel, a saga about a 
middle-class family in New England. 
Albeit with good photography and 
music, the movie is filled with too many 
isjointed characters, commenting, 
Irving-style, on modern society in all its 
weirdness. 


JOSHUA TIIEN AND NOW - Ted 
Kotcheff adapts another Mordechai 
Richler novel but this is afar cry from 
Duddy Kravitz. Joshua Shapira ls 
another alley cat from Montreal's St. 
Urban neighbourhood, who almost 
makes it as a writer and marries into the 
aristocracy, only to realize that he will 
never be rid of his proletarian roots. Cut 
from a four-hour TV mini-series, this is 
fragmented and stammering, but has its 
funny moments among its many dreary 
ones. James Woods is far too earnest in 
the lead; Gabrielle Lazure is mainly 
decorative as his spouse; and Alan Arkin 
steals most scenes as his father. 


JUMPIN’ JACK FLASH - Crazy comedy 
about a computer operator saving the life 
of a British agent stranded behind the 
Iron Curtain. Whoopi Goldberg plays 
the smart cookie with a dirly mouth and 
clean soul. 


LADY AND THE TRAMP - One more 
reason to believe dogs are nicer than 
people. A refined, highly born spaniel is 
saved from the villainous plots of two 
alley cats by a sympathetic mongrel. A 
Walt Disney cartoon for the kids which 
may please the parents as much as it does 
their offspring. : 


LITTLE SHOP OF HORRORS -- Canni- 
balistic plant grows in the basement of a 
Skid Row flower shop. Cute allegorical 
musical about the threat of fascism ~ thin 
on plot, carientural in characterization, 
amusing at times. Rick Moranis and 
Ellen Greene are the unlikely romantic 
leads. Director Frank ΟΣ should have 
had more muppeis sround. 


MALCOLM - Australian comedy about 
an emotionally retarded boy with a knack 
for eccentric inventions, who joins forces 
with a small-time crook to pursue an 
unsuccessful career in crime. Tyro direc- 
lor Nadia Tass won the most 1986 Au- 
stralian Quality Prizes. 


MELO -- Alain Resnais uses an old Henri 
Bernstein pot-boiler about a woman forn 
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between her love for two men tu investi- 
te other subjects dear to his heart, 

including the might of human passion and 

the mystery of death. Perfectionist direc- 

tion, and remarkable acting by André 

Damselles. Sabine Azéma and Pierre 
rditi. 


THE MORNING AFTER -- Jane Fonda is 
a washed-out starlet who wakes up one 
morning next to a corpse and docsn‘t 
even know whether she is a killer or just a 
drunk. Sidney Lumet misdirected this 
thriller and has Fonda deliver the worst 
performance of her career. Also starring 
Jeff Bridges and Raul Julia. 


MY BEAUTIFUL LAUNDRETTE -- One 
of the best British films In years shows 
how dynamic immigrants are taking over 
tired and decadent Albion. Stephen 
Frears directs with gusto a remarkable 
cast, notably headed by Daniel Day 
Lewis and Saeed Jaffrey. 


THE NAME OF THE ROSE -- The spec- 
tacular adaptation of Umberto Eco's 
novel follows the 14th century murder 
mystery in a Benedictine monastery, but 
misses most everything else. Sean Con- 
nery is a reliable medieval sleuth but F. 
Murray Abraham is grotesquely un- 
idimensional as a Grand Inquisitor. 
Director: Jean-Jacques Annaud. 


NATIONAL LAMPOON ANIMAL 
HOUSE -- The great victory of anarchic 
American comedy of the Seventies, rais- 
ing vulgarity and sloth to the level ofzany 
humour, and unveiling one of the most 
aggressive, successful and misspent of 
recent talents, the late lamented John 
Belushi. The launch of Dan Ackroyd’s 
one with director John Landis at his 
est. 


9% WEEKS -- The title indicates the 
length of the relationship between a 
macho stockbroker and a luscious blonde 
working in an art gallery. The couple 
explore the outer limits of sexual experi- 
mentation, with only the cleaner stuff 
shown clearly, just what middte-class 
morality would consider bearable out- 
rageousness. Mickey Rourke looks like a 
tough guy last in a tuxedo, and Kim 
Basinger looks better than she acts. 
Adrian (Flashdance) Lyne directs a pret- 
ty, stylish and totally vacuous movie. 


NO MERCY -- Chicago cop chases his 
partner's killers in New Orlcans and finds 
true love in the process. An unbelievable 
and very wel actioner with Richard Gere, 
too pretty to be truc, Kim Basinger, too 
composed to show real passion, and 
director Richard Pearee, who is not very 
happy directing this bit of mayhem. - 


PEGGY SUE GOT MARRIED — Francis 
Coppola sends a middle-aged woman 
back to her high school days in 1960, to 
see if, given a second chance and the 
experience of age, she would make more 
of her life. The script doesn't exploit the 
situation fully. Kathleen Turmer looks 
too good for the middle-aged episodes 
but toc adult for the teenage ones, while 


Nicholas Cage offers only mannerisms. 
Artdirection, costumes and camera work 
aire superb, 


PLATOON -- Vietnam as spectacular 
hell, Americans fighting cach other more 
than the enemy, πὶ 
choice hetween having ἃ couse 
suffering, or not having one ind enjoying 
it. Writer-director Oliver Stone comes up 
with an exciting movie, which is what a 
war movie shouldnt be. Enjoyable spe- 
cial effects. 


THE PLUMBER - Embarrassing com- 
edy featuring Tuvia Tzafir as an honest 
plumber who by accident takes charge of 
the country's Treasury. Clunisy all the 
way through, it is supposed τὰ Ὅς a 
political satire but fails to amuse. Micky 
Bahagan directs his first feature film. 
Better luck next time. 


A ROOM WITIE A VIEW — Adapted 
from an carly E.M. Forster novel, James 
Ivory's film is an amusing society gamc, 
in which everybody tries to keep up 
Appearances and anyone who docsn't is 
considered dangerous. Helena Bonham- 
Carter is almost prepared to give up 
passionate Jutian Sands for snobbish 
Daniel Day-Lewis, white Maggie Smith 
wrings her hands in despair. 


ROUND MIDNIGHT - The touching 
friendship between a black jazz musician 
and an adoring fan, set in 1950s Paris. 
Probably the best jazz fitm ever made, 
but also a senyitive and unusual emotion- 
al experience. Sax player Dexter Gor- 
don, in the lead, gives a performance ta 
beat all professlonal competition. 


RUNAWAY TRAIN - Two escaped con- 
victs board a driverless train racing amok 
on its way lo nowhere, in a tense and 
well-acted thriller by American-based, 
Russian director Andrei Konchalovsky. 
There may be significant political allu- 
sions to prison states, and philosophical 


‘ones, concerning man's obligation to 


struggle against his fate to the very !ast, 
but the action is the thing. John Voight 
and Eric Roberts were both nominated 
for Academy Awards, and quite rightly 
50. 


SHOAH -- A unique experience in the 
annals of our. century, 8 brilliantly con- 
ceived, deeply disturbing and profoundly 
affecting mammoth work, which takes 
the Holocaust out of the history books 
and drops it right in our laps. In nine and 
a half hours of interviews, Claude Lanz- 
mann fills in all the details which trans- 
form the mechanism of genocide from an 
abstract idea to horrific reality and at the 
same time offers a despairing image of 
the world which could conceive it so 
thoroughly and could go on living with- 
out learning anything out of it. No re- 
sponsible human being can afford to miss 
this essential lesson. 


SILENT MOVIE -- Truly silent, ποὶ τι 
word spoken in this hysterical comedy 
directed by Mel brooks who also starsasa 
director trying to make a silent movie in 
Hollywood. Mad goings on with his bud- 
dies Marty Feldman and Dom DeLuise. 


SMOOTH TALK -- A modest but fasci- 
nating study of an adolescent girl on the 
brink of womanhood, her secret fears 
and her yearnings. Based on # story by 
Joycé Caro! Ontes, sensitively directed 
by Joyce Chopra, with Laura Dern and 
Treat Williams. 


TENUE DE SOIREE - Antoine loves 
Monique who fancies Bob, who adores 
Antoine. Bizarre amorous triangle, with 
some unusually frank sexual scenes anda 
brilliantly satiric first half hour. Michel 
Blanc steals the show, in spite of strong 
performances by Gerard Depardieu and 
Miou Mieu. Director; Bertrand Blier. 


THUNDERBOLT AND LIGHTFOOT -- 
Michael Cimino’s remarhutt. first film, 
made in 1974, about the friendship be- 
tween a hardened bank robber and a 
young rustler, starts as a lightweight 
action comedy and ends ona ic note. 
Excellent use of cinemascopr. and colvur, 
striking visuals and strong perio mances 
by Clint Eastwood and Jeff Bridges.
